Census Bureau rates 
Corsicana at 19,905

Chamber 
of 
Commerce 


president Arthur J. Keeney told 
him the Chamber would argue 
with his current figures, but 
also 
urged 
all 
chamber 


members to become involved 
and 
help 
David 
Buentello, 


coordinator of a four-state area, 
when the Bureau of the Census 
conducts its 1980 poll on the 
number of people in Corsicana. 


Keeney's remark followed 


Buentello's revelation that his 
bureau's 
1975 
population 


estimate for Corsicana showed 
only 19,905 people, a slight drop 
from the 1970 census results of 
19,972. The 1970 results were 
also challenged by the Cham- 
ber, 
which 
now 
uses 
a 


population figure of 21,700. 


Keeney 
said 
Buentello's 


figures did not agree with the 
Post Office's. 


Buentello 
said 
the 
1975 


estimates did show an increase 
in Navarro County from 31,150 
to 32,054 for 1970 and explained, 
too, that the estimate figures 
can vary up to four per cent 
either way. 


He told the Thursday meeting 


of 
the 
Chamber 
board of 


directors that 
every 
town 


claims the census bureau is 
"under count ing us" and said 
that current federal funding 
guidelines make this more than 
just an issue of civic pride. In 
fact, he said, Camden, N.J., is 
currently suing the Census 
Bureau because the results of a 
recent pre-test census showed 
that city below the already- 
contested estimates. 


And, as the need for an ac- 


curate 
census 
becomes 
in- 


creasingly more acute, the 
cooperation of the people being 
counted has fallen off, Buentello 


said. 


He attributes this lack of 


cooperation to the more per- 
sonal nature of the questions 
which are now asking for in- 
comes and creating a backlash 
among people who feel "Big 
Brother" is prying too much 
into their lives. 


But 
as 
the 
government 


becomes more dependent on the 
figures 
to 
allocate 
such 


programs as Revenue Sharing, 
they 
need 
the 
extra 
in- 


formation, 
Buentello 
said, 


reminding the board members 
that filling in complete census 
reports is required by law. 


Buentello said the 1980 census 


will include a categorization for 
the ethnicity of the people. 


He said that the 1980 census 


would be the last 10-year cen- 
sus, 
with the next census 


coming in five years. He said, 
however, that census taking is 
too expensive to handle on a 
yearly basis. In 1970, the census 
cost about $200 million and 
Buentello estimated the 1980 
census cost to at least double 
that amount. 


The most important thing 


local people could do, Buentello 
said, is to volunteer themselves 
or find reliable people to 
volunteer to count people. He 
estimated 
more 
than 
one 


million people would be in- 
volved in the actual census 
taking in 1980. 


The major failing of the 1970 


census, Buentello said, was 
undercounting 
in 
the 
Nor- 


theastern urban areas and the 
rural South. He said that 7.7 per 
cent of all black males between 
20 and 40 were missed in 1970 
and that the bureaus has no idea 
of 
how 
many 
Spanish 


Americans were left off the 
census rolls. 


Commissioner Billy Hargrove, 
who has been outspoken in his 
opposition to a raise for all 
employes, 
seconded 
Dyer's 


motion. 


Hargrove 
said 
the raise 


averages out to a 9% per cent 
raise for regular employes and 
close to four per cent for elected 
officials. 


His early stand was against a 


10 per cent across the board pay 
increase. He said Thursday his 
vote for the raise was not 
contrary to his earlier stand 
because the raise was less than 
10 per cent. 


Commissioner 
R.J. 
Hen- 


derson called the raise "a cost- 
of-living" raise. County Judge 
Rob Dunn said the present 
county employe salaries were 
"not 
competitive" and the 


county would have to pay its 
employes more to keep them 
from going to private business. 


Prior to making his motion 


Dyer asked if the raise was 
effective now, Sept. 1, or on Jan. 
1. 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey 


said, "I don't know where we'd 
get the money." 


He added there would not be 


cash available to pay the raise 
before Jan. 1.

A "large object resembling a man, approximately seven-feet 


tall," was sighted by a Corsicana man early this morning on E. 
Highway 31. 


According to Patrolman Gary Arnett's report, James Smith, 


Rt. 6 was driving home from work, at JetCo Chemicals, around 
3:15 a.m. Friday. He told Arnett he was about a half-mile east of 
1-45 when he saw the large object "standing on the shoulder of 
the roadway in the westbound lane just after crossing the 
bridge." 


"The object", according to the report, "moved very quickly 


toward the fence away from the roadway. It was bout seven-feet 
tall and dark in color." Smith, the report says, could not 
determine if the man-like object was wearing any clothes. He 
added the drakness prevented him from getting a good look at 
it's' face. 


Arnett and Smith went out to the spot and searched the area, 


but nothing was found. 


Police Chief Don Massey said today he doesn't know if this 


"object" is the same one as seen a little over a week ago near 
Trinidad, by a group of Corsicana women. 


"I just don't know," Massey said "I've been with the force for 


16 years and we've always gotten reports like this. Only they 
used to come from near Emhouse. But in 16 years no law en- 
forcement officer has ever seen one." 


On Aug. 23 Mrs. A.C. Gray of Corsicana, reported to Hen- 


derson County sheriffs deputies that she and several of her 
friends spotted a "hairy,man-like thing" on Highway 274 near 
Trinidad. 


The whatever-it-is was described as being about seven feet 


tall, slender, with long brown hair. 


Property taxes provide little 
more than quarter of budget

Corsicanans owning $20000 


homes pay about $50 a year in 
protection money to keep the 
homes safe from vandalism and 
fires. The money isn't going to 
extortionists, though, it's how 
much of their tax money is 
tunneled annually into the city's 
police and fire departments. 


But while the police and fire 


departments account for 41 per 
cent of the city's general fund 
budget of $2,187,100, property 
taxes account for only $258,269 
of the $911,000 needed to run 
those departments. 


In fact, property taxes con- 


tribute only 28.35 per cent of the 
city budget, with other revenue 
coming 
from 
sales 
taxes, 


business franchises, 
permits, 


licenses, fees and fines. 


And by the time the costs of 


operating the city are broken 
down to individuals' taxes, city 
services cost only a few dollars 
for taxpayers besides what they 
are billed individually based on 
individual consumption. 


TAXPAYERS are charged an 


average of about 50 cents per 
$10,000 assessed property value 
for the services of City Attorney 
Glenn Stewart, as reasonable a 
retainer as anybody could hope 
for and that doesn't take into 
consideration that $10,000 of the 
city attorney's $18,700 budget is 
paid in fines by property owners 
who let their taxes become 
delinquent. 


For about the the same price 


per 
$10,000 
property 


assessment, Corsicanans also 
get city court service and the 
services of the mayor and city 
commission, 
whose salaries 


account for only $660 of their 
budget of $18,600. Their budget 
includes election costs, the 
city's annual audit, the $6,000 in 
Community 
Development 


Program money paid to grant 
coordinator Jack Russell, plus 
travel and supply costs. 


And the cost per taxpayer for 


the city's airport, 
swimming 


pools 
and 
Civil 
Serivce 


department are even less. 


The city tax rate is 93 cents 


per $100 of assessed valuation. 
Of each 93 cents, 60 cents goes to 
the 
general 
fund 
for 
the 


operation of most city depart- 
ments, 30 cents goes to pay off 
the bonds issued by the city 
after being approved by the 
voters and 3 cents goes directly 
into a library fund. 


The general fund money is 


further 
broken 
down 
by 


departments, but the tax rate 
produces 30 cents per each 
$1,000 of evaluation, or $3 per 


each $10,000 assessment for the 
library, which is a higher rate 
than all but four departments, 
though the library's budget 
$32,500 in tax revenue is less 
than 13 departments' revenue. 


This apparent anomaly is 


caused by the library's money 
coming "off the top" of the tax 
revenue and not being related to 
the budget demands of the 
departments receiving revenue 
from other sources as well. 


SIMILARLY the $311,290 in 


tax 
revenue 
that 
is 


automatically earmarked for 
city bonds payments figures at 
$30 per $10,000 in assessments 
which much higher than any of 
the departments in the general 
fund, though the total is less 
than that for the police, fire and 


sanitation departments. 


The police department edges 


the fire department as the 
general fund's top magnet for 
money, with the health and 
sanitation department a close 
third. These are the only three 
departments which cost more 
than $1 per $1,000 evaluation, 
and the city collects all but 
about $50,000 of the sanitation 
department 
budget 
through 


garbage pick-up fees, money 
which also goes into the general 
fund. 


The cost of street work, at 


about 
$5.75 
per 
$10,000 


assessment, has a solid hold as 
the fourth most expensive item 
in the general fund, with the 
next 
closest 
items 
costing 


taxpayers less than $3 per 
$10,000 assessment.

School surplus funds eaten up

The surplus fund balance, which has 


been critical in local school financing 
during the past two years, has been 
"pretty well wiped out" by school 
improvement expenditures, school 
trustees learned as they made final 
amendments to the 1976-77 school 
budget Wednesday. 


Trustees also hired a tennis coach for 


Corsicana High School on the recom- 
mendation of Supt. Mark Culwell. 
Beverly Back was employed to coach 
tennis this school year and will be paid 
$1,000 over her base teacher salary for 
the coaching position. The employment 
of the new coach ends a search for a 
coach that brought a group of con- 
cerned parents to the board meeting 
earlier in the month. 


With regard to school finances, 


Culwell told trustees that the surplus 
fund balance can no longer be used to 
make improvements and additions to 
school 
facilities 
and 
curriculum 


because the fund is all but gone. 


BUT CULWELL could not tell 


trustees exactly how much money is 


left in the account, saying that school 
district accountants can't provide that 
figure exactly. He did say that an 
earlier estimate of $90,000 left in the 
account "appears to be far too high." 


Until this year, when the new school 


finance bill provided additional income 
to the district, the school budget has 
carried a deficit which was made up 
from the surplus funds. The 1977-78 
budget is the first balanced school 
budget in several years. 
- CISD ended the 1976-77 fiscal year 
Wednesday spending $5,253,584, some 
$371,000 more than had been budgeted 
for expenditures. 


About $150,000 of that went for un- 


budgeted 
improvements 
to every 


school campus, with the remainder 
going to finance such programs as the 
Extended School Day last spring, some 
hearing-impared teacher salaries and 
equipment which will be paid back by 
the state, higher utility bills, and in- 
flationary costs. 


The district also took in about $74,000 


more in revenue — mostly in better tax 
collections than had been anticipated — 
than had been budgeted. 


IN 
ADDITION, trustees 
spent 


$282,005 in surplus funds on items not 
budgeted for the year. Those ex- 
penditures included such major repairs 
as a new boiler for Drane Middle 
school, improvements at Tiger Field, 
repairs to each district campus, the 
Extended School Day, extra teachers, 
air conditioning repairs at CHS, the 
athletic director's salary, and similar 
items. 


"I am extremely pleased with the 


condition 
of our 
buildings now," 


Culwell told trustees. "I think ap- 
pearance-wise, and cleanliness-wise, 
our facilities are in excellent shape for 
the first time in years and I think you'll 
be pleased with what you see as you 
visit these campuses." 


Culwell 
noted 
that 
"nearly 


everything" 
in 
the 
$150,000 
im- 


provement package recommended by a 
committee of board members earlier in 
the year was included in the extra 
expenditures. But thje superintendent 
warned that the District must now 
operate strictly within the budget. 


"From this point on," Culwell said, 


"we have got to operate exactly within 
our budget until we can rebuild our 


contingency fund. And I think that can 
be done, but it will take some tune to do 


CULWELL NOTED that the large 


expenditures on plant maintenance and 
improvements came because "we had 
just not spent any money on our 
buildings in years." 


Several personnel matters were 


handled during the noon meeting, in- 
cluding the extension of Warner Redus' 
contract 
to 
12 months and 
the 


discussion 
of 
two overcrowding 


situations 
in district 
elementary 


schools. 


But trustees delayed any action on 


the two overcrowding situations, one a 
third grade class at Travis Elementary 
and the other two second grade classes 
at Fannin Elementary. The Travis 
class 
currently has 
32 students 


enrolled, and the Fannin classes have 
28 and 29 students respectively. The 
district tries to keep class enrollment at 
a maximum of 25 students or less to a 
class. 


Becky Weaver was also employed as

Gym at Navarro College. 


The growth of the fair, now in 


its fifth year, is nothing short of 
phenominal. 
Hundreds 
of 


Corsicana and Navarro County 
residents are involved in the 
numerous activities of the fair 
and volunteers call in almost 
daily offering their services. 


All funds and efforts derived 


from the fair are aimed at one 
central cause: support of the 
NCARC's three programs of 
service — the Child Develop- 
ment Center, the Golden Circle 
Workshop and the Golden Circle 
Ranch. The Child Development 
Center and the Golden Circle 
Sheltered Workshop, formerly 
located at the college, are 
moving into new facilities on 
West Highway 31. The Golden 
Circle Ranch is located at 
Navarro College. 


According to Don Harvey, 


NCARC executive director, the 
Child Development Center is a 
program geared to the training 
and social adjustment of the 
retarded and-or handicapped 
child between the ages of three 
and 21 years. Presently there 
are ten children enrolled in this 
program. 


The curriculum and program 


of 
study 
are 
written 
and 


developed jointly by the Center 
teachers and the Outreach 
Department of the Mexia State 
School. Salaries for the teachers 
are paid through a contract with 
the Mexia State School. The 
local association is responsible 
for all other expenditures. 


This program is the oldest of 


the three and has won both state 
and national acclaim for it's 
innovative approach in the field 
of special education.

certified 
work 
adjustment 


center employing 20 clients. 
With the exception of a $12,000 
one year 
grant 
from 
the 


Commission for staff salaries, 
Harvey said the operation is self 
sustaining.

from business and industry pay 
the overhead, client salaries, 
building materials and a major 
portion of staff salaries. The 
NCARC is justly proud of this,

After nearly three hours of 


literally 
heated 
deliberation 


Wednesday, a seven-man, five- 
woman jury found Bobby Ray 
Green guilty of the Feb. 1976 
Oakwood cemetery destruction. 


Punishment 
was 
to 
be 


assessed today. 


Although the investigation of 


the incident is continuing, after 
being reopened a week ago 
today, no more charges have 
been filed in the case. 


The "heated" debate was 


caused by the lack of air con- 
ditioning in the county cour- 
thouse. The unit's compresser 
broke down on Monday, leaving 
jurors, attorneys, and witnesses 
to suffer through the two-day 
trial in the sweltering late 
August weather. 


At about midway through the 


jury 
debate, 
the 
foreman, 


Royce Hassell Jr. of Kerens, 
sent a note out to the court in- 
dicating a hung jury had oc- 
curred. District Judge Kenneth 
Douglas, 
after 
consulting 


defense attorney Barbara Moe . 


and prosecuter David Ralston 
Jr., told the jury to continue 
their deliberations. 


THEY DID for another hour 


and a half before arriving at the 
verdict. 


Green took the stand in his 


own 
defense 
Wednesday 


morning declaring repeatedly, 
"I did not do the destruction in 
the 
cemetery." 
And, in 


response to Ralston's 
cross 


examination, said he dictated 
his confession to Deputy Joetta 
Price the day after his arrest, 


"because I was scared." 


Green also testified he did not 


know 
Mike 
Ferguson, 
the 


county jail trusty who was the 
prosecution's only witness to 
place the defendant near Oak- 
wood Cemetery on the night of 
the vandalism. 


Ralston, during his rebuttal, 


brought Ferguson back to the 
stand to repeat his testimony 
from Tuesday 


Tuesday Graves said he was 


with 
Ferguson 
the 
entire 


evening of Feb. 10. Ferguson 
said Wednesday Graves did not 


join him until 2:30 a.m. on Feb. 
11. 


FERGUSON 
also 
had 


testified Green told him he was 
involved in the destruction at a 
party "within a week" after the 
incident. 
Chief 
Jailer 
Roy 


McNeel testified Green was 
arrested two days after the 
vandalism, Feb. 13, and was in 
jail for the next two weeks 
waiting for military police to 
transport 
him 
back 
to 


California. 


At that time Green was ab- 


sent without leave from the 
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Betty Crocker

.

Flovors 
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Marines. 


While on the stand Green also 


testified he did not tell his 
brothers-in-law, Charles Wheat 
and Bobby Bell, he was involved 
in the incident. He said he told 
them he wished he could get the 
reward money for turning in the 
person 
who had 
done the 


destruction. 


Green also testified he was 


not taken before Judge O'Neal 
until the day after his April 26, 
1976 arrest. O'Neal was brought 
to the stand with his Examining 
Trial Docket book and said he 
arraigned Green and read him 
his rights on April 26 at 3:15 
p.m., shortly after his arrest at 
the county jail.

Green's employer, and Mrs. 
Georgia Green, the defendant's 
wife, added to Mrs. Wanda 
Gillen's Tuesday statements 
that Green had a low mental 
capacity.
